With reference to the questionnaite concerning the Welfare Federation

Fut while thie is true, we deem it important to call to your attention 
the seemingly forgotten fact so far as the questionnaire goes, that 

the Community Chest, is but a part of the greatecheme and that the 
Welfare Federation, which shculd be the true instrument for bringing 
about in Newark a happier result among the agencies, and for studying 
and developing welfare plans for the city, hae been emphasized only 
negligibly, Ths end of the plan is, in reality, the part on which 

the success of the financial end must depend.
